In June of 
1984, during a similar 
activity at Queen's 
Park, 130 farmers paid 
personal calls on the 
members of the provin- 
cial parliament.

compensation for the 
individual property 
owner; protection for 
agricultural drainage 
works. 

Wetlands are natura} 
habitats such as 
marshes, swamps, and 
bogs, which support 
rare animal and plant 
species.

Local hopes to 


attract bluebirds 


BY CHRIS MAGWOOD 


Reports of two blue- 
birds near ‘Cooper and 
an gntbusiastic interest 
in eonservation and 
bird-watching are what 
motivated Ray Neil of 
Deloro to round up used 
lumber and begin build- 
ing bluebird nesting 
boxes in his basement. 
He encourages others to 
do the same. 

The bluebird popula- 
tion in Ontario was 
small enough in the 
1960s to be considered 
almost non-existant. 
However, due to the 
efforts of concerned 
citizens further south of 
us, the bluebird is 
making a comeback. 

The greatest problem 
facing the bluebird was 
the lack of suitable 
nesting. As hedgerows, 
fenceposts and certain 
types of trees became 
fewer and fewer, and 
other species began to 
use the remaining nest- 
ing spots, the bluebird 
was forced to move 
elsewhere. Residents in 
the Niagara Falls area 
decided to do something 
about this. In two years. 
over one thousand nest- 
ing boxes were built'and 
erected, and the blue- 
bird eventually reset- 
tled the area. 

Ray Neil would like to 
see a similar concern 
and effort in this area. 
Neil moved to Deloro 
from Carleton Place 
recently. In Carleton 
Place he was one of 
hundreds of _ bird- 
watchers, but he is 
surprised to see how 
few people seem inter- 
ested in the welfare of

the birds here. He 
would like to see some 
kind of group or organi- 
zation be formed locally 
and the first task for 
that organization would 
be the re-establishment 
of the bluebird. 

Neil has plans for the 
construction of the nests 
(they are basically a 
plywood» box with a 
five-by-five inch base, 
seven inch high sides 
and a one-and-one-half 
inch hold in the front), 
and would willingly 
share them with others. 
He now has close to ten 
constructed in his base- 
ment ready to be hung. 

The eastern bluebird 
is migratory, and as it 
returns north it uses its 
very keen eyesight to 
spot likely places in 
which to build its nest. 
In choosing a nesting 
site, the most important 
thing for thé bluebird is 
that it be the proper 
height. It looks for sites 
around five feet above 
the ground, and can 
apparently spot nesting 
boxes as it flies. 

The bluebirds m#- 
grate in early spring, so 
the boxes should be up 
by the middle of March. 
if you live in town, your 
box will be most suc- 


cessful if you take it to 
‘the outskirts to hang as 


the birds are intimi- 
dated by the sounds and 
movements of town life. 
Rural dwellers can put 
the box up close to 
home so that they can 
watch the birds should 
their attempt be suc- 
cessful. The five to

Wolves active in area 


The Ministry of Nat 
ural Resources (MNR) 
does not feel that there 
has been an explosion in 
the wolf population in 
this area despite what 
appears to be increased 
activity locally 

Terry Coleman, Distr- 
ict Biologist for the 
Tweed District, feels 
apparent increased act 
ivity may infact be a 
localized problem sem- 
ming from one family of 
wolves and cgmsitions in 
that area tom what 
we know about the 
number of wolves being 
taken in our area and 


from aerial flights over” 


the deer yards, we don't 
feel there has been an 
explosion in the wolf 


population in our area.” 


wolves would consist 
mainly of rabbits or 
mice. “Bat because 
there is no reproduction 
of these animals taking 
place during the winter. 
if a family of wolves 
works a ceriain area, 
the supply of natural 
food will become depl- 
cated. They (wolves) 
will then tend towards 
something easier to 
catch. Late winter is @ 
tough time on. all 
wildlife. Less food 
means they don't have 
the same amount of 
energy to expend and 
they must look for an 
easier source of food,” 
he said. 


This same decline of 
natural food will often 
resukt in increased 
sightings by man. Cole- 
man said. “Wolves in 
general tend to be a 


litle more used to. 


has also produced a 
breed of wolf not 50 
afraid of people.” 

The Ministry does not 
have a concentrated 
all-out war against wol- 
ves, Coleman said. 
**We do have a predator 
control program and 
hunters and trappers 
take a fair number of 
wolves for pelts and 
sport each year.” 

Coleman also indicat- 
ed that snow conditions 
this year may account 
for increased activity of 
wolves near man. “‘The 
snow this year, basically 
light, fluffy and deep, 
would work against 
wolves and in favor of 
theit natural food.

be for deer and it would © 


be a definite advantage 
for something like the 
snowshoe hase over the 
wolf.

Stereo buying confusing 


Whether they want to 
listen to Bach or Bowie, 
consumers shopping for 
stereo systems shouki 
use particular caution. 

Home stereos have 
become so complex, 
many buyers don't real- 
ly understand what 
they're getting for their 
money, says Roberta 
Allan, chief consumer 
advisor for the Ontario 
Ministry of Consume: 
and Commercial Reld 
tions (MCCR). 

With new models and 
improved technology 
hitting the stores every 
year, the market can be 
as confusing to shop: 
pers as buying «4 car. 
And the growing num- 
ber of discount -stereo 
warchouse operations 
has only added to the 
problem with ‘‘prices 
slashed’ here, last 
year's models “on 
sale’’ there and dozens 
of, ‘‘deals’’ available 
around every stereo- 
phonic corner. 

One of the first things 
to do when considering 
buying a Stereo unit is 
to try to find a good 
book on the topic. says 
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Allan. 

Hundreds of maga: 
zines and reports on 
stereo equipment have 
been published. Some 
give ratings for various 
makes or models, but 
many publications are 


too technical for the 
average consumer to 
understand. 


Taking a knowledge- 
able friend to the stereo 
shops is often the best 
solution. : 

Comparison shopping 
is vital as prices can 
vary widely. It's also 
important to deal with a 
reputable retailer. A 
friendly stereo buff may 
be able to recommend a 
few stores. Check com- 
pany reputations with 
the local chamber of 
commerce or better 
business bureau. 

Most consumers buy 
Stereo systems as pac- 
kages, including a re- 
ceiver/amplifier, two 
speakers, a record play- 
er and a tape deck. 
Insist on a demonstra- 
tion of the entire sy- 
stem, using the specific 
components: offered in 
the package. Don't set:

If the salesperson 
refuses to put the 
system together so you 
can hear it properly, 
shop elsewhere.

Free ride?

Can you imagine travelling the Havelock- 
Peterborough. Toronto (HPT) run “free” for six 
years? That's what James Devlin, president of 
Trentway Wagar inc. in’ Peterborough has 
offered. in what he believes to be 2 “more 
realistic proposal’ in a letter he wrote to Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney on January 17. 

Deviin's proposal offers six years of free bus 
service for passengers for the same amount of 
money as the federal government is planning to 
spend on a two-year tral of the HPT train 
service, namely $5.8 milhon 

“When | the figures. | was just 
horrified.’ said Devlin. “The government has to 
be responsible for the way that they spend their 
money. Devlin reiterated several times that the 
service should be of benefit to the user as well as 
to the taxpayer * 

Devlin informed Cembal Publications that he 
had attended a meeting about a year ago in 
Toronto with VIA rail officials. He said the 
discussion centred on the fact that the HPT line 
would not be restored because there weren't 
enough passengers to Support it, 

After studying the service as proposed in a 
media press release dated January 15, Devlin 
told Cembal Publications he got to work with his 
paper and pencil and did some figuring. “I took 
the dollar figures as reported and worked with 
those same figures, and put a proposal together 
to show a significant difference when you look at 
the two modes of transportation.” 

The Rail Passenger Action Force had 
estimated that during the two-year trial period it 
would cost about $5.8 million for annual 
operating subsidies and improvements to track 
and stations. 

In Devlin's letter of January 17, to Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney, he stated that he 
would be prepared to purchase three new 
highway coaches to be put into service, and the 
service would be operated within the required 
guidelines. The cost would be the same, $5.8 
million. ‘Ours would be for six years, and we 
won't have to collect a fare.” 

When could Devlin start? “We would be 
prepared to get started as soon as they wanted.” 

Presently Trentway-Wagar have a special bus 
service which has been running for a few years 
leaving Havelock on Thursday mornings at 9:45 
a.m. and arriving in Peterborough at 10:45 a.m. 
The bus then leaves Peterborough at 5 p.m. and 
arrives in Havelock at 5:50 p.m. 

“With the deficit being what it is, the 
government has a responsibility of looking at 
alternative ways,’ said Devlin. 

The following statement was made in his letter 
of January 17: ‘If you and your colleagues are 
truly committed to reducing the deficit, then the 
viable alternative I present to you should receive 
serious consideration before a gigantic and 
expensive mistake is made.”

Two flocks of 
turkeys (one released 
near Brighton, and one 
released near Simcoe) 
are being carefully mon- 
itored and show every 
sign of thriving and 
reproducing successful: 
ly in their new Canadian 
environment. These 
flocks are exciting proof 
that a magnificent wild- 
life resource can be 
revived fn its former 
range for the benefit of 
all Ontarians.

Right now, Sandford 
and Ray are alternating 
the flavors of muffins 
each day, until they find 
out what kinds are in 
demand most, Once 
that -has been deter: 
mined, they can supply 
the popular ones. every 
day. 

“The favorites now 
seem to be chocolate 
chip, blueberry (fresh 
blueberries), bran, 
health food muffin and 
apple cinnamon (fresh 
apple),’* said Sandford. 

Heather Ray is from 
Bannockburn and Har- 
old Sandford is from 
Tannery Hill. Until two 
years ago, Sandford 
lived and worked in 
Toronto as a baker and 
cook. When he came to 
the Madoc area, he took 
a job with Kramp's 
Restaurant full-time. 
Now he works part-time 
at Kramp’s and part- 
time at the muffin shop 

Sandford said he has 
received a lot of support 
from local business peo 
ple since he decided to 
open a shop. He wanted 
to especially thank Glen 
Nickle for giving them 
an estimate for wiring 
the shop with electri 
city.

In each of 
instances, the key to 
decreasing the unwant- 
ed moisture is to reduce 
overall moisture  pro- 
duction and then ensure 
adequate ventilation. 
Exhaust fans are useful 
in windowless, high 
moisture level roms 
such as kitchens and 
bathrooms. Opening

Yet, for those 
who'll pause to contem- 
plate it, this sandwich 
holds both drama and 
wisdom. 


Much more than ‘cold 
white stuff’, our snow 
cover is a magnificent 
blanket, essential to the 
very survival of count: 
less species of plants 
and animals: An intri- 


cate, self-sealing lattice 
of ice crystals and huge 
volumes of entrained 
air, it insylates super- 
bly. More than that, it 
hides plants and ani- 
mals from would-be 
predators.

Above the snow, 
temperatures cross the 
freezing point several 
times a day, dozens of 
times a winter.
